Now that students have passed Measure 1, 
Sacramento State is set to build one of the largest 
construction projects in recent history. In what was a 
record amount of ballots cast, more than half of the 
students voting at Sac State favored a measure that 
will ultimately increase tuition. 

The Recreation/Wellness/Events Center will be a 
major expansion for the university and is estimated 
to cost $73.166 million. The majority of the funding 
will come through student fees, but a portion of the 
project will be paid for through sponsors. 

University President Alexander Gonzalez said 
that he was not surprised by the outcome of the elec- 
tion in terms of support from the students for the new 
project. 

‘To me, it’s’a clear mandate that the students 
want this,” Gonzalez said. 

There was widespread, vocal opposition to the 
center, and the issue was the topic of nearly every 
candidate debate. 

“I’m very disappointed... I think (the RWEC) is 
a good idea, but it’s at the worst time ever,” said Sac

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Record turnout | Losers speak out on election defeat 


for ASI elections

Sacramento State’s spring elections this year saw 
a record turnout of 4,985 ballots cast, almost more 
than twice last year’s turnout of 2,648. 

The vote tabulation process lasted until 4:35 a.m. 
Thursday morning. Pat Worley, executive director for 
ASI, said results for past elections have. typically 
been ready by 11 p.m. and that she spent all of 
Wednesday night and much of Thursday morning not 
knowing herself when the process would be complet- 
ed. 

She said Robbin Johnson, president of Pacific 
Election Services, ran the voting operation and resis- 
ted setting a specific time that the counting would be 
finished because it was impossible to predict with 
certainty. 

“When he told me things would take longer I 
thought max 1:30 a.m.,” Worley said. 

The record-breaking voter turnout forced election 
officials to use 700 make-shift paper ballots, all of

Although all of the candidates have different 
ideas of why they lost at last week’s Associated 
Students Inc. election, Brandon Kline plans to tak 
action about it. : 

' Kline, who ran for president on the yellow slate, 
said that he plans to petition ASI to make a by-law 
change that would introduce run-off elections to 
Sacramento State. 

Kline said that a run-off election is a second 
election that would be held between the two candi- 
dates who won the most votes, and would take 
place a week after the initial election. 

A run-off election would only be held in a situa- 
tion such as last week’s election, when no candidate 
wins a Clear majority of the students’ vote. 

Wood won with 34.2 percent of the vote; Klin 
claimed 30.6 percent. 7 

“When a winner wins with 34 percent of the 
vote, that’s clearly not the mandate of students for 
their leader,’ Kline said. “A run-off election would 
ensure a clear winner for students.” 


Kline said he will pursue the by-law change 
after he researches the issue. Meanwhile, he said he 
is unsure whether he will pursue a recount. 

“Tt could be construed as sour grapes,” Kline 
said. “It’s too early for me to say.” 

Kline also said that he has not decided whether 
he would like to apply for the new ASI position, 
vice president of academic affairs. He said that he 
believes Wood has “undoubtedly” already prom- 
ised that position to someone. 

“T know that a lot of people didn’t get in office 
that Josh was running with, so he has campaign 
promises to fulfill,” Kline said. 

Julio Velazquez, who ran for president on the 
orange slate, said that he plans to apply for the vice 
president of academic affairs position. 

“T don’t know what my chances are,” Velazquez 
said. “I’ve built good relationships with everyone 
that won on the board (of directors).” 

Velazquez said that he believes he will win if the 
board chooses the position based on qualifications 
and experience.

SB 1535 would cap fee hikes 
for undergraduate students

On April 22, Republican State 
Sen. Jeffery Denham’s “Student 
Protection Act of 2004,” got a 
boost by having essential elements 
of its language amended into Gov. 
Arnold Schwarzenegger’s own. fee 
policy bill in the state senate. 

Denham’s SB 1329 required 
the California State University sys- 
tem to provide a 90-day waiting 
period between the time when the 
system approved a fee increase and 
when it was actually implemented. 
The bill also capped fee increases 
at 10 percent per year. 

Denham said in a Feb. 18 press 
release that he was against fee 
increases but wanted students and 
parents to at least have “proper 
notice” if the CSU officials raised 
them anyway. 

‘IT am pleased that we could 
forge this bipartisan agreement,’ 
Denham said in.an April 22 press 
release. “The most important thing 
is that we protect students against 
emergency fee increases, and allow 
students and families to properly 
prepare for college expenses.” 

The newly amended bill is SB 
1535 authored by Democratic State 
Sen. Betty Karnette, which has 


now been re-referred to the Senate 
Appropriations Committee and 
will list Denham as a co-author. 


The Schwarzenegger comnec- | 


tion hasn’t come without compro- 
mise for Denham. SB 1535 already 
had language capping fee increases 
at 10 percent, but Denham’s origi- 
nal bill applied the cap to both 
undergraduate and graduate stu- 
dents. Karnette’s wording only 
capped fee increases for under- 
graduates. 

Kamnette’s language would still 
allow fees to be raised on graduate 
students as high as the board of 
trustees deemed appropriate until 
they reached 50 percent of under- 
graduate fees. After that point they 
could only increase at the under- 
graduate rate of 10 percent. 

‘Tt’s a bipartisan bill,’ said 
Nicholas Rappley, press secretary 
for Denham. Rappley said that 
bipartisanship comes with these 
kinds of compromises. 

He said language requiring that 
students be allowed to take a leave 
of absence for a semester or quarter 
after any fee increase will also sur- 
vive the amendment process. 

University President Alexander 
Gonzalez said he wasn’t yet aware 
of Denham’s legislation but that he 
is not sure how a 90-day waiting 
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period would help the system -or 
students. He said he would prefer 
to see the governor and legislature 
work with the CSU system to sta- 
bilize funding so that schools aren’t 
forced to make radical fee increas; 
es, program cancellations and lay- 
offs. | 
‘The state needs to think about 
developing endowments or some 
other funding that will reduce the 
dramatic swings in funding we 
have faced over the past two 


decades,’’ Gonzalez said. ‘ 


Marlon Cuellar, director of gov- 
emmental affairs for Associated 
Students Inc., said he can’t yet 
speak to whether ASI supports the 
bill or not but that he’s personally 
supportive of a 90-day waiting 
period. 

Cuellar said he has many 
friends who have felt blindsided in 
the past by not learning about fee 
increases until the day they 
received their bills. 

He also said a 90-day amit 
period would give ASI more timé 
to organize student demonstrations 
against such fee increases. 29 

SB 1535 lays no requirementé 
on the University of California 
governing board but requests that 
they adopt an identical policy.

‘He’s not the only one who 
thinks more troops are neces- 
sary. Last week, Secretary of 
Defense Donald Rumsfeld said

Other ‘students. said they 
thought reinstating the draft 
would sever the already fragile 
links between Republicans and 
Democrats. Marcia Purdy, sen- 
ior in women’s studies whose 
brother served in Vietnam as 
an enlistee, said it would fur- 
ther polarize the political par- 


ties. 


“T think our country is very 
divided right now, and I think 
there’s a lot of hostilities 
between two main parties,” 
she said. “Something like 
[reinstating the draft] would be 
a very explosive thing to do.” 

Hagel’s suggestion was 
controversial, but he doesn’t 
stand alone. In January 2003, 
Sen. Charles Rangel, D-N.Y., 
introduced a_ bill titled 
“Universal National Service 
Act of 2003,” which would 
require all men and women 
between 18 and 26 to serve a 
designated term in the mili- 
tary. 

The bill probably won’t 
materialize into a law, since it 
was sent to a committee last 
year and hasn’t gained any 
momentum. Nevertheless, it’s 
strongly opposed by Iowa sen- 
ators. Republican Charles 
Grassley has said he believes 
the most effective army is a 
volunteer one, not a compulso- 
ry one. —

Johnson said he realized he was 
in danger of running short of bal- 
lots after the first day’s turnout of 
2,600 ballots cast: He said he found 
himself at Kinko’s at 1 a.m.

“This means Sac State will not 
be the same university it has been 
in the past. I am excited about the 
future of this school.” 

Sandlin complained that many 
of the sporting facilities on campus 
are outdated. She also said that 
creating a recreation center will 
bring more recognition to Sac 
State, which will increase the 
value of a degree from the univer- 
sity. 

Head men’s basketball coach, 
Jerome Jenkins, said that new 
facilities would help his recruit- 
ment of athletes to the university. 

“Once a recruit walks into a 
facility like that, they will definite- 
ly want to play there,” Jenkins 
said. “It just puts us on the map.” 

Jenkins claims that the univer- 
sity lost two recruits this year 
because of “‘facility problems.” 

‘Now with this type of a facili- 
ty ... ’'m not going to say I'll get 
every recruit, but it makes the 
process easier,’ Jenkins said. 

Students can expect a $110 fee 
increase, but only after Gonzalez 
raises the initial $25 million to start 
the project. 

Gonzalez said that he must 
receive at least $10 million in cash 
and the balance of the money must

She added that ballot 
counters were moving as fast as they could, 
considering the hand-count that had to be un- 


dertaken with the extra ballots ASI printed 


after Tuesday’s record voter turnout. 
Considering the way the counters’ estimat- 
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ed completion time was revised at least hourly, 
however, it seems only logical that ASI would 
send folks home until it had a reliable vote tal- 
ly in hand — especially when the last open 
Union restaurant closed more than five hours 
before Ucovich announced election results, 
and the nearest available coffee was at a gas 
station several blocks away.

() of Joshua Wood’s first important de- 
cisions as president of Associated Stu- 
dents Inc. will be to choose the first vice pres- 
ident of academic affairs.

Why require a test for library? 


ast fall, Sacramento State re- 
quired me to take the Infor- 
mation Competency Tutori- 

al, a test administered through the 
library that questions your know!I- 
edge of the library and ability .to 
use it. [ had to pass this test to get 
class credit,,even. though it has no 
relevance to my life or any future 
successes and failures of mine. 
For example, the test module 
asks you to go to the library’s data- 
base, type in “Greek cooking” into 
the subject search area and docu- 
ment what comes up. The question 
will then ask, “How many entries 
appear regarding Greek cooking?” 
or, “Which of the following books 


is not listed under ‘books found’?” 


Unless you skipped middle and 
high schools, you should know how 
to use a library. This test is useless 
and a waste of students’ time and 
money because of the miniscule 
percentage of the students at this 
school it might actually benefit; it is 
an insult to the rest of the students 
who have legitimate exams to wor- 
ry about.

One can ace this test and still not- 
know how to actually look up a 
book; on the other hand, one can fail 
miserably but can go to our mon- 
strous library and easily find what 
he or she is looking for. 

The exam is mandatory for stu- 
dents enrolled in COMS 4 and 
COMSS 5 classes and must be com- 


pleted with a passing score of 80 - 


percent; otherwise, an “incomplete” 
is issued for the student and that 
class. So an 80 percent on the test 
means you're competent, but a 79 
percent means you’re not properly 
qualified to use the library? Imag- 
ine having to pass biochemistry 
with an 80 percent. What if all class- 
es were as unfair as this test, with 
credit only given for a “B-” or bet- 
ter? I don’t know if the graduating 
class of 2004 would be all that big. 

And how arbitrary are the class- 
es this test accompanies? COMS 
4 is.a public speaking course in 
which students learn how to write 
and recite speeches. COMS 5, titled 
“Communication Experience,” is 
a course in which students learn 


how to effectively communicate 
with one another. You can master 
the art of interpersonal communica- 
tion, yet if you don’t pass the li- 
brary competency exam, it’s all for 
not. 

Again, the randomness of this ' 
test cai ‘orily be appreciated/onee — 
you take it — and now students in 
other majors may soon have that 
opportunity. 

“The Graduation Requirements 
Committee is currently revising the 
policy to make this happen,” says 
Linda Goff, head of Sac State’s In- 
structional Services Office, adding 
that all of the university’s depart- 
ments are in the process of adopting 
the test.

As the cost of college fees, books and housing rise, 
so does student debt. Students have fallen prey to ris- 
ing expenses seeking credit cards and loans as their only 
refuge. 

Lakshmi Malroutu, from the department of Fami- 
ly and Consumer Sciences and former debt consoler, 
says that recently there has been a rise in credit card so- 
licitations targeting teenagers and young adults. 

“Students are not aware of the dangers that are 
lurking behind those innocent t looking applications, ” 
Malroutu said. 

Malroutu says that students get into trouble by hav- 
ing an “out of sight, out of mind attitude” when it 
comes to credit cards. When in fact a credit card is 
nothing more than a loan that must be paid back in a 
timely manner. 

Credit card use is not always negative. | 

“Credit cards have several advantages,” Malroutu 
said. “It gets you started in establishing a credit histo- 
ry.” 

Debt occurs when people charge more than they are 
able to pay off. 

Malroutu said one way to safely start a good cred- 
it history is to get a secured credit card. 


“You can get a secured credit card by putting mon- 





ey into a savings account and the bank will then issue. 


Annie got her first credit card when she was 7st 18 
years old. Over the years she has charged school fees, 
books, vacations, clothing and just about anything else 
you can think of. Today, six years after she opened 
her first credit card, she has closed all cards and is fo- 
cilsing'on repaying the debt. 

“T have three credit cards, and each has minimum 


payment of about $250 per month,” Annie said. “I try 


to pay at least $100 over the minimum each month but 


"it is really hard with all of my other bills.” 


Annie currently waitresses to put herself through 
school and has an income of about $2,500 per month. 
Almost half of her monthly income is being eaten up 
by credit card payments. 

“Having this much debt definitely hurts your cred- 
it,” Annie said. “It is harder to get things like a car or 
a place to live.” 

Kelly Durborough, another Sac State senior, has a 


very different story when it comes to managing mon- 


ey.

for bills. In those three short years her savings account 
matured to over $30, 000 — a savings of about $1,000 
per month. At just 22 years old this college student 
and waitress bought her first home. 

“T got something called a stated income loan,” Dur- 
borough said. “TI had to put 10:percent down and have 
a credit rating of over 700.” 

A great credit rating was no problem for Durborough 
who bought a car and paid it off within six months, and 
says she pays all of her bills on time and puts every ex- 
pense on her credit card and then just pays it off at the 
end of the month. 

‘The house I bought is four bedrooms and I rent 
three of them out to friends. I pay less now then when 
[rented an apartment,’ Durborough said. “In a couple 
years I hope to buy another house.” 

In a student’s life, credit cards can be used to help 
or hinder them. It is all about not exceeding your 
means, and having control over your own financial 


situation.

Professor flees Rwanda genocide,

Very few people know of the genocide of Rwanda. Though 
it was only 10 years ago that a state that was once called “a trop- 
ical Switzerland in the heart of Africa” started a war that would 
soon leave up to a million people dead. 

On April 6, 1994, a plane carrying Rwanda’s president was 
shot down and the genocide began. The two groups, the Tut- 
sis and the Hutus in Rwanda, who once shared land for over 600 
years began to divide. 

The Tutsis, who were primarily the landowners, were accused 
of killing the president, and soon by over the radio and word of 
mouth the Hutus — people who worked the land — were led to be- 
lieve that it was their duty to wipe out the Tutsis from existences. 
This was the event that would later be refereed to as the “Final 
Solution,” to kill all Tutsis. 

April 6 of last month marked the 10th anniversary of the 
Rwanda genocide, which was one of the biggest massacres 
since the Holocaust. The 10th anniversary marked a person- 
al meaning for Sacramento State professor Alexandre Kimenyi 
who grew up in Rwanda. In 1971 Kimenyi left his family for 
the United States to goto UCLA andto do graduate studies 
work. | 

When he first came to the United States he had a difficult time 
adjusting to the independent lifestyle he was forced to live. 

“Back home we had a very big family, it was very nice. 
Everyone would help out each other,” Kimenyi says. “It’s com- 
pletely different here. I was by myself to cook, (while) back home 


your family cooks for you and you are never by yourself.” 

Kimenyi had hoped to return back to Rwanda with plans to 
contribute to the development of his unstable country. Though 
two years after being in the United States in 1973 ° “my entire 
family has been exterminated (because of) there Tutsis eterni- 
ty,” Kimenyi explains. 

“Sometimes you feel guilty being a survivor,” expresses Ki- 
menyi.““But I have to tell the story as a survivor and what hap- 
pened will not be forgotten.” 

Kimenyi currently teaches six ethnic studies courses this se- 
mester and has said that: “I always wanted to teach. ... explain 
to students that it’s important to be aware. If people are aware 
and capable we can prevent this from: happening again.” 

Kimenyi has done much research on both genocide and 
holocaust studies and when asked if he will ever be able to un- 
derstand what he calls “man’s inhumanity to man’ he pauses and 
says, “As a human we have to believe in the good and the bad, 
I am still optimistic of mankind, as long as people have each oth- 
er and are able to survive to make sure there is a survival.” 

Overtime Kimeny/i is able to realize a great importance in peo- 
ple being aware of the genocide of Rwanda. 

“University students need to know about the genocide that 
took place in the 20th century. If people learn hopefully we will 
be able to make efforts to make sure this will never happen 
again.” 

Kimenyi currently lives in Elk Grove with his wife and three 
children and is heavily involved in Amahoro People’s Congress 
and Friends of Rwanda Association, which help orphan children 
in Rwanda support themselves.

Student internships provide 
valuable peek into job world

The general recipe for a great career is education, a 
great attitude and experience. 

But in order to be truly competitive in the workforce, 
one must have work experience in his or her chosen 
field. Internships are one of the resources that Sacramen- 
to State students have access to in order to prepare for 
the career of their dreams. 

Most internships are either semester or year-long, 
which gives students a chance to decide if a career in 
that field is truly right for them. 

Sac State offers internships in every major from a 
wide range of public and private employers. Many in- 
ternship opportunities are available through the Ca- 
reer Center, as well as internship coordinators in indi- 
vidual departments. 

Most internships offer academic credit to students, 
and there are often internships available with pay.

that is simply not true,’ McGee said. 

In addition to academic credit and a paycheck, 
many employers. will consider interns for full-time 
employment upon graduation. 

These benefits, along with the contacts made dur- 
ing an internship, can prove to be crucial to reaching 
one’s career goals. 

Nanette Farag-Madsen, a Sac State alumnus, start- 
ed out as an intern in Assemblyman Guy S. Houston’s 
office through the Government Department’s Sacra- 
mento Semester program. Only seven months after 
completing her internship, she was able to acquire a sen- 
ior position in Gov. Arnold Schwarzenegger Adminis- 
tration’s Legislative Affairs Division. 

Students are not the only beneficiaries of internships. 
These experiences are also worthwhile for employ- 
ers, who find students to be especially energetic and 
willing to learn. 

In addition, students have the option of pursuing an 
internship of their own design by contacting employers 
in the industry they are interested in.
